REPORT 


yiy  Lord,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1966  of  the  general  conditions,  health  and  vital  statistics 
of  the  Barrow-upon-Soar  Rural  District » 

The  Report  is  in  conformity  with  suggestions  made  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  and  also  incorporates  a section  compiled 
by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspectoro 

The  present  century  has  seen  changes  in  the  social 
environment  which  have  been  greatly  beneficial  to  the  health 
of  the  populationo  Seriously  overcrowded  and  ill-ventilated 
slum  houses,  to  which  sunli^t  had  no  access,  were  responsible 
for  much  ill-healtho  In  such  insanitary  conditions  fevers, 
tuberculosis  and  anaemia  were  ^common  and  the  infant  mortality 
rate  was  distressingly  higtio  The  demolition  of  slums  and  the 
change  to  better  housing  conditions  led  to  a marked  improvement 
in  the  health  of  the  inhabitants o There  was,  however,  one 

striking  example  of  the  complex  relationship  between  poverty, 
nutrition  and  public  health  which  demonstrates  that  rehousing 
of  the  poor  will  not  in  itself  ensure  an  improvement  in  health. 

At  Stockton-on-Tees  in  1927  an  unhealthy  slum  was 
demolished  and  the  inhabitants  moved  into  a modem  housing 
estate.  The  move  from  the  unhygienic  slim,  into  an  apparantely 
healthy  environment,  was  unexpectedly  followed  by  an  increase  in 
the  death  rate  of  the  people  above  both  their  former  level  and 
the  level  of  their  previous  neignbours  who  remained  in  the  parts 
of  the  slum  still  to  be  demolished.  The  deterioration  in  health 
was  directly  attributed  to  an  increase  in  rents  in  the  new  estate 
which  caused  a corresponding  reduction  in  the  amount  of  money 
available  for  buying  food. 
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The  factor  of  sound  nutrition  in  maintaining  good  health 
remains  of  importance  today  for  a variety  of  reasons o In  the 
conditions  resulting  from  the  economic  "freeze”  the  most  seriously 
affected  are  the  children  of  the  lowest  income  groupso  When 
real  incomes  fall  due  to  static  wages  and  increases  in  the  price 
of  commodities,  there  needs  to  be  an  adjustment  to  this  inversion 
and  one  of  the  first  consequences  is  a lowering  in  the  standards 
of  nutritioHo  It  may  well  be  that  adequate  calories  are  provided 
but  a deterioration  in  qualit^r  occurs o Fruit  and  fresh  vegetables 

and  protein  foods  are  bought  in  lesser  quantities  and  resort  is 
made  towards  a cheaper  diet  of  carbohydrates » Especially  does 

this  apply  to  the  enlarging  towns  of  underdeveloped  countries  but 
even  in  Britain  it  is  true  to  say  that  in  order  to  provide  adequate 
nutrition  for  its  members,  a family  should  have  both  an  adequate 
house  and  an  adequate  income o If  either  of  these  is  lacking  then 
ill-health  may  be  a consequence o 

The  lack  of  social  responsibility  seen  in  the  1930' s 
and  preceding  decades  was  to  have  been  remedied  by  the  Welfare 
State  but  whilst’  conditions  have  certainly  improved  large  pockets 
of  neglect  remain^  A report  reveals  the  existence  of  345^000 
families  in  need  and  these  families  include  more  than  one  million 
childreno  With  such  misery?'  in  its  midst  society  can  not  be 
complacent  and  the  effects  of  the  economic  freeze  and  wages  standstill 
need  to  be  remedied  by  one  means  or  anothero  1966  -900  years  after 
the  Battle  of  Hastings  - and  there  are  children  in  Britain  still 
living  in  conditions  of  poverty  and  suffering  from  malnutrition® 

Harold  - that  Harold  - v/ould  be  sorely  grieved® 

There  is  another  aspect  of  nutrition  v/hich  relates  to 
the  quality  of  food  and  its  association  with  health®  Present 
methods  of  husbandry  rely  extensively  upon  chemical  fertilisers 
and  pesticides  to  achieve  initial  high  yields  of  standardised 
crops  to  the  ultimate  detriment  of  the  nutritive  quality  of  the 
food® 


Similarly  antibiotics  and  oestrogens  are  being  fed  to 
livestock  to  ensure  faster  maturity  rather  than  to  improve 
nutritional  quality®  Research  is  needed  into  these  practices 
in  order  to  assess  the  evidence  already  available  and  to 
investigate  any  long  term  effects  upon  health  that  may  follow 
such  methods  of  intensive  food  production® 
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In  a rural  district  agriculture  is  an  important  industry„ 

New  processes  and  concepts  of  agriculture  continue  to  be  introduced 
much  to  the  advantage  of  the  farmer  but  not,  on  all  occasions,  to 
the  benefit  of  neighbouring  populations » Industrial  type  buildings 

are  replacing  the  stockyards  and  bams  of  yesterday  but  legislation 
has  not  kept  pace  with  technological  change o These  new  buildings 

do  not  require  planning  consent  and  in  one  case,  by  way  of  example, 
a large  mechani.sed  grain  drier  was  erected  in  close  proximity  to  a 
residential  area  causing  niiisance  to  the  inhabitants o Such  is  the 
rate  of  progress  of  industrialisation  in  agriculture  and  the  trend 
from  long  hours  in  the  field  to  maintenance  work  in  threshing 
sheds,  that  farmers  can  now  almost  be  recognised  by  their  palloro 

The  incidence  of  malignant  disease  in  certain  sites  shows 
a remorseless  increase  and  studies  have  shown  that  cancer  incidence 
is  far  more  dependent  upon  environmental  factors  than  has  been 
previously  supposedo  The  dependence  is  demonstrated  by  the  growing 
list  of  occupational  cancers  and  the  present  awareness  that  nutritional 
factors  and  sociO“economic  status  bear  a relationship  to  certain 
cancers o 


Malignant  change  can  be  due  to  a multiplicity  of  causes 
and  although  the  fact  that  little  is  known  as  to  the  mechanism  of 
cellular  change  a great  deal  of  knov/ledge  is  accumulating  as  to 
conditions  and  processes  which  are  associated  with,  or  stimulate, 
cancer o For  this  reason  the  prevention  of  cancer  is  the  hope  of 
the  future  and  prevention  has  come  to  be  regarded  as  a practical 
alternative  to  carco 

One  of  the  most  striking  instances  of  the  influence  of 
preventive  measures  rather  than  curative  treatment  in  the  control 
of  a malignant  condition  is  apparent  in  cancers  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus o It  i.s,  today,  not  validly  open  to  contradiction  that  in 
the  absence  of  the  smoking  habit  the  lung  cancer  death  rate  would 
be  a small  fraction  of  its  present  level,,  It  would  be  a prodigious, 
albeit,  enlightening,  task  to  discuss  all  the  evidence  accrued 
over  the  past  decade  to  show,  bej’^ond  all  doubt,  that  smoking  is 
associated  with  liong  cancer,  and  that  ceasing  to  smoke  decreases 
the  risk  of  contracting  the  diseasBo  The  number  of  deaths  from 
this  condition  is  more  than  three  times  the  number  of  deaths 
resulting  from  accidents  on  the  road,  and  the  especially  distressing 
feature  is  that  these  cancer  deaths  could  largely  be  preventedo 

For  those  who  may  suffer  cancer  there  is  encouragement 
in  Joshua,  a text  from  which  is  displayed  in  the  rooms  of  a Harley 
Street  Consultant,  “I  will  not  fail  thee,  ncr  forsake  theej  be 
strong  and  of  a good  courage 
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T!he  G-0¥emment  has  acknowledged  the  cigarette  problem 
and  in  an  endeavour  to  curb  the  smokl.ng  of  cigarettes  has  introduced 
a selective  ban  on  the  advertising  of  these  tobacco  products  on 
televisiono  But  there,  more  or  less,  the  matter  rests^  the 
Government  no  doubt  being  deterred  from  further  action  because 
of  the  enormous  revenue  from  excise  duty  on  tobaccoo 

Advertisements  of  tobacco  are  pernicious  in  their 
subtlety  and  are  intent  upon  ensnaring  youth  into  smokingo  The 
hazards  of  smoking  are,  however,  being  appreciated  and  present 
estimates  are  that  about  half  the  number  of  those  over  the  age  of 
16  who  smoke  wish  to  give  up  smokingo  Their  chances  of  success 
are  seriously  lessened  by  the  pressures  put  upon  them  by  advertisements, 
free  coupons  and  the  whole  gamut  of  sales  device So  Progress  can 
perhaps  only  be  achieved  at  the  rate  at  which  people  will  tolerate 
change  and  adjustment  of  social  attitudes,  but  the  time  seems  now 
appropriate  to  widen  the  restrictions  placed  upon  smoking  in  public 
places  such  as  theatres,  food  premises  and  in  public  transporto 
Several  progressive  stores  have  achieved  success  with  smoking 
restrictions  with  remarkably  little  reaction  from  their  customers 
and  it  may  well  be  that  the  public  is  ready  to  welcome  further 
smoking  restrictions.  The  high  mortality  rate  and  inestimable 
suffering  from,  in  most  cases,  a preventable  disease,  is  reason 
enough  for  making  an  attempt „ 

There  has  been  no  cause  to  enforce  Section  47  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act  in  which  powers  are  given  for  compulsory 
care  of  old  people o 

I am  grateful  to  the  Council  for  the  interest  shown 
in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department „ During  the  past 

7 years  the  v/ork  of  the  Department  has  greatly  increased  by 
reason  of  the  growth  of  the  population  and  the  flux  of  new 
legislatioHo  Despite  this  polyvalency  of  duties  the  Staff  of 
the  Department  has  remained  -unchangedo  Any  similarity  to  the 
efficiency  of  Marks  and  Spencer  over  a similar  period  is  co- 
incidental and  no  comparison  is  intendedo  To  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  Mro  Donovan,  and  to  all  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  I ?fish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation 
for  their  helpful  co-operation  throughout  the  year®

HOUSING 


Demolition  of  the  houses  in  the  Anstey  (No.A)  Clearance 
Order  1963,  ieOc  Nos<,  103-115  Bradgate  Road,  Anstey,  and  the 
Thuiro.aston  (Nodo)  CoPoO.,  1962  was  completed.  The  Thunnaston 
site  is  to  be  redeveloped  for  much  needed  accommodation  for  old 
people  v/hich  will  be  supervised  by  a Warden. 

The  29  prefabricated  b\angalov/s  at  Wanlip  Lane,  Birstall, 
were  demolished  and  the  Council  decided  to  take  similar  action 
with  3^  prefabricated  bungalows  at  Syston  which  were  erected  in 
1947,  an<i  had  come  to  the  end  of  their  useful  economic  life. 

Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  31  individual 
houses.  1 closing  order  was  made.  54  unfit  houses  were  demolished. 
Two  houses  at  Sileby  were  demolished  by  the  Council  in  default  of 
the  owners.

OTHER  FOOD  INSPECTIONS 


All  the  la.rge  villages  are  well  catered  for  in  food  shops  and 
there  are  a nmber  of  mobile  shops  operating  throughout  the  areao 

There  is  a general  improvement  in  the  fitting  and  layout  of 
shop  premises  which  is  beneficial  both  in  public  health  and  customer 
conveniencso 

There  is  still  a danger  that  shopkeepers  are  holding 
perishable  goods  beyond  their  shelf -life  ” and  such  foods  should 
not  be  offered  for  sale  unless  there  is  a quick  tumovero 

Proceedings  under  the  Food  Hygiene  (G-eneral)  Regulations  v/ere 
taken  against  the  Proprietor  and  Manager  of  a licensed  Hotel  for 
offences  on  two  occasions o 

In  the  first  case  convictions  were  obtained  on  32  charges  and 
12  were  dismissedo  Fines  totalled  £197  130  gnso  costso  On  the 

second  occasion  fines  amounted  to  £106o  lOo  Oo  with  100  gnso  costSo 

A sucesssfal  prosecution  was  taken  against  a firm  of  bakers  for 
selling  a cake  containing  a screwo  A fine  of  £5  was  imposed  together 

with  3 S^So  costSo 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


A full-time  rodent  operator  is  employed  to  carry  out  the 
destruction  of  rats  and  micso 

During  the  year  1,134  properties  and  24  agricultural 
establishments  were  visited, 

375  rat  infestations  and  27  mouse  infestations  were  dealt 
with.  During  the  autumn  the  number  of  rat  complaints  increased, 
these  were  not  confined  to  any  one  parish.  There  was  no  resistance 
to  Warfarin  and  the  increase  in  the  rat  population  was  inexplicable. 

First  hand  reports  on  any  major  infestation  are  always 
appreciated  as  it  is  impossible  to  carry  out  extensive  surveys  of 
the  district. 

The  annual  baiting  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  and  this 
showed  small  infestations  only. 

The  income  derived  from  the  treatment  of  farms  and  business 
premises  for  the  financial  year  was  £345 » 

SMOKE  CONTROL 

It  had  been  intended  that  a Smoke  Control  Order  be  applied 
to  the  new  estate  and  existing  houses  which  were  to  constitute  the 
new  parish  of  East  Goscote. 

The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  was  only  prepared 
to  give  permission  for  this  if  it  Vifas  to  become  part  of  a phased 
programme. 

The  Coimcil  had  already  considered  a report  on  such  a 
programme  for  the  built  up  area  in  the  southern  part  of  the  district 
covering  a period  of  13  years.  In  view  of  the  cost  of  £8,000  - 
£9,000  per  annum  it  was  decided  to  postpone  consideration  of  the 
whole  programme  for  a further  two  years. 

In  a sophisticated  society  when  every  effort  is  being  made 
to  discourage  the  use  of  bituminous  fuels,  it  is  ludicrous  to  tolerate 
bonfires  which  seem  to  be  popular  on  the  hottest  days. 

It  is  hoped  that  when  the  new  incinerator  at  Sileby  is  in 
operation  that  facilities  will  be  offered  to  householders  so  that 
they  may  take  garden  waste  which  cannot  be  composted  to  Sileby. 
Alternatively  perhaps  a collection  service  at  a small  charge  could 
be  organised  either  by  the  Council  or  by  private  enterprise. 
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CARAVANS 


The  nuroher  of  caravans  in  the  district  remained  nearly 
static  as  only  one  licence  for  a single  caravan  was  issued. 

Discussions  have  been  taking  place  on  the  problem  of 
itinerants  who  encamp  on  laybys  and  wastelands  and  leave  a trail 
of  rubbish  behind  them.  No  solution  has  been  found  although 
establishment  of  a small  council- cent rolled  site  has  been  mooted.

Although  nearly  100%  of  all  the  premises  within  the 
scope  of  the  Act  have  been  registered  the  increase  during  the 
year  1966  was  only  16  (36  registrations  and  20  deletions).  In 
order  to  maintain  100%  registration  it  is  recommended  that  annual 
publicity  to  the  Act  should  be  given  by  the  appropriate  department. 

Temperatures  of  v/ere  found  in  many  offices. 

Such  heat  is,  in  my  opinion,  unreasonable  and  ^^nhealth^  and  it 
is  recommended  that  the  minimum  temperature  I6  C (6O.8  F)  be 
replaced  by  a reasonable  temperature  within  the  limits  of  16^C 
(60.8°F)  and  20 °C  (68^F). 

Difficulty  is  occasionally  experienced  in  enforcing  a 
satisfactory  standard  of  ventilation  especially  in  shops.  Some 
employers  wish  to  avoid  opening  windows  where  possible  for  ’security’ 
reasons  and  have  argued  that  a door  opening  to  the  external  air, 
as  in  the  smaller  shop,  provides  adequate  ventilation.  This  type 
of  uncontrolled  ventilation  is  not  always  satisfactory  but,  in  the 
absence  of  any  precise  standards,  improvement  is  not  easily 
enforceable  especially  where  an  employer  refuses  to  co-operate. 

Three  minor  accidents  were  reported  and  all  were  investigated 
with  a view  to  preventive  measures  being  taken.
